Carlson said his mother, 
who was unharmed, plans to 
continue her tour which in- 
cludes visits to missions in 
India, Burma, the Philippine 
Islands and Japan.

2-for-1 Ratio 
For Parking 
Now Is Law 


Two for one—that’ll be the 
ratio of parking places to resi- 
dential living units in Menlo 
Park when the ordinance in 
troduced by the Menlo Park 
City Council Tuesday takes of 
ficial effect. 

Unanimous adoption 
pected at the next 
council meeting. 

All “R” zone categories are 
included in the changeover 
from the one-for-one ratio now 
in effect. 

This means that all future 
komes, duplexes, and apart- 
ments in Menlo Park will be 
required to have two full park- 
ing spaces per unit. 

Under the new zoning re 
quirement, one parking space 
must be covered. The second 
can be uncovered but can’t be 
located in the front yard. The 
commission is currently study- 
ing a proposal that would de- 
scribe how parking places 
could be located in the rear or 
side yard areas, Gray said. 

Asked by councilmen how 
the second space requirement 
would affect current city re- 
quirements for ground cover, 
Gray said the staff and com- 
mission are now considering 
revisions to take care of this. 

The planner also noted that 
comparatively few single-fam- 
ily residences here would be 
affected, since most new homes 
are built with two-car garages. 

Only objection to the two-for- 
one ratio came from Menlo 
Park real estate man Harry 
Spade, who declared that 1%

“There are only two or three 
isolated areas in the city,’ he 
said, “which are causing the 
apartment parking problem.”

New Councilman Silas Payne, 
a former planning commission- 
er, pointed out that the plan- 
ners, over a year of study, had 
found ‘“‘some terrible examples”

‘We must certainly act now 
to halt building of any more of 
the one-to-one ratio apart- 
ments,” he said. 

Payne daclared that design 
o{ apartments isn’t influenced 
by the parking ratio,

The restrictions include: 

1. Uses permitted will be con- 
fined to professional, executive 
and administrative offices, and 
installation of public utilities 
necessary to the health, safety 
and general welfare of the pub 
lic. 

2. Lot size minimum will be 
‘hree acres and no parcel solc 
can be less than 150 feet or 
any one side. 

3. Maximum building cover. 
age will be 20 per cent of the 
tot area. 

4. Thirty per cent of the lot 
area is the minimum that car. 
be devoted to landscaping. 

5. Minimum setback of build 
ings will be 75 feet on the froni 
or street side; 30 feet along 
sides of the lot and 40 feet ir 
the rear. 

6. Offstreet parking will be 
provided at the ratio of one 
space for each 200 square feet 
of gross floor area of any build 
ings in the zone. 

Should it prove that some in 
stallations don’t need tha 
much offstreet parking, the 
land may be landscaped anc 
“held in reserve” in case future 
tenants have more cars. 

7. Building heights will be 
limited to two stories, or 35 
feet.

The basic rules  outlinec 
above were first discussed < 
week ago, at a luncheon meet 
ing at the Lane Publishing Co 
offices here. 

The first such zone, it is an 
| ticipated, would be on Sharor 
Estate land facing Sand Hil

Other firms which have indi-

“It shall be the duty of this 
board to protect and preserve 
the natural and historic beauty 


rerent to the residential char- 
acter and esthetic quality of 
the city and to thus preserve 
ind promote the health, safety 
and welfare of residents of the 
city,” the pre-hearing draft of 
the ordinance establishing the 
proposed zoning states.

“fences and structures to en- 
close tennis courts or 
game areas, over six feet in

|; and are subject to the issuance 
| of a use permit.” 
| Each site in the zone will 

be limited to one occupancy 
per acre of land area and use 
permits must be acquired.

As presently titled. the area 
is to be classified “C-1-B” and 
| will be called an ‘‘administra 
tive and professional district.’

As patrons of the area’s city and county parks can 
testify, the local recreational facilities are, as is the case 
each summer, getting some pretty intensive use. 

This always leads to cries by residents and by some 
officials: 

“These parks are owned and paid tor by local agen- 
cies. We should have residence requirements, and charge 
higher entrance fees for their use by people who don’t help 
support them through taxes.” 

We hope such views never prevail. 

If carried to their logical limits, we would all have 
to pay fees for the privilege — and it’s a genuine one — 
of touring Golden Gate Park in San Francisco, or 
using the recreational facilities of any city or county 
not our own. 

A lot of money would change hands and, in some 
cases, the patronage of parks and campgrounds would 
fall off. But in the long run no useful purpose would be 
served and the majority of users of public recreational 
facilities would just have to put up more quarters, four-bit 
pieces and dollars than they do now when attempting to 
view some of the scenic beauties or sample the facilities 
for relaxation, of the most beautiful area in the world. 


More Auto Use Will Result 
In Lots More Expense Locally 


Statistics are marvelous things. 

The one that shows a gain in the number of autos on 
our roads, from 50,000,000 to 70,000,000 in the post-war 
years, is one of the ones with the most implications. Some 
of the implications are local, too. 

It’s been several years since the city fathers decided 
that each single-family dwelling should have two off- 
street parking spaces, in recognition of the fact that there 
are more two-car families then there used to be. 

Only this year, the city decided that there are getting 
to be more two-car apartment-dwelling living groups 
than there used to be also, and the number of stalls per 
unit has also been upped. 

In recent weeks, the Bay Area Rapid Transit Dis- 
trict has been sounding its welkin, explaining that a 
major cost of its proposed Peninsula line will be the 
acquisition of off-street parking space for the accommo- 
dation of commuters. 

The Southern Pacific, in asking a passenger fare rate 
increase recently, said that uses of trains by commuters is 
actually decreasing, as more and more people take to their 
own autos for trips to and from the job. 

To accommodate the auto and to use up, as expedi- 
tiously as possible, the gigantic revenues of the state’s 
highway user's tax, the division of highways has shown a 
complete, wholehearted willingness to gut any city and 
replace its homes, gardens, and public buildings with 
sweeping ramps and cloverleafs. Yet the speed with which 
one can get from a point in Menlo Park to a point in San 
Francisco during peak traffic hours hasn't increased materi- 
ally since 1940. 

Closer to home, it can be guessed that more provi- 
sions for off-street parking will, indeed, be needed in the 
future. 

Proposals for the “double-decking” of the city’s pub- 
licly-owned plazas have already been heard. The rapid 
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transit district, if it ever gets into operation, will require 
more off-street parking and even with fewer commuters to 
accommdate, the $.P, hasn't seen a lessening of necessity 
for off-street parking at its depots in Menlo Park and in 
Atherton. 

Accommodation of the needs of that mixed blessing, 
the automobile, costs money. 

And where the state gets its automatically every time 
you buy gas, the local agencies have to seek either passage 
of bond issues to finance construction, or the setting up 
of special assessment districts. 

If you're going to ride around in your car a lot, you've 
got to expect to pay for the privilege. Don’t blame the 
boys at city hall, until you are sure you yourself aren't 
the party responsible for the added, new expense.

Commissioners, Not Firemen, 
Responsible for Budget 


Fire District officials last week were invited to appear 
before the Menlo Park School District Board of Trustees, 
to explain why they felt connection to a new alarm system 
was necessary. 

At the meeting at which the invitation was issued, 
a member of the audience suggested that he felt the fire 
district tax rate was “exhorbitant” in relations to the serv- 
ices provided. 

There’s a possibility that the fire district will send 
one of its officials to a school district board meeting, to 
talk about alarm systems. 

The fire district adopted its budget after commission- 
ers held a public hearing. The commissioners meet regu- 
larly in public session. It should be at the annual budget 
hearing and at the regular monthly meetings that com- 
plaints about taxes should be heard. 

Presumably, the firemen themselves are primarily con- 
cerned with public safety, not budgets. Professional fire- 
fighters shouldn't be the first to be quizzed about the fire 
district’s budget, when the district’s commissioners are as 
available and as amenable as they are.

Municipal Report: 


Fire District Had Beginnings Before Century 


The fact that the Menlo Park 
Fire District is an independent 
agency, with its own board of 
directors, sometimes surprises 
newcomers to the area. 

Most fire departments are 
operated by municipalities, 
protect an area coterminus 
with the city limits, and oper- 
ate out of funds secured from 
the city’s general tax rate. 

In this area, however, the 
Menlo Park Fire District or- 
ganization maintains its inde- 
pendence as a tax-supported or- 
ganization; its boundaries are 
fixed without regard to city 
limits. 

Not only that, it’s support- 
ed by an area having about 
70,000 residents in it, where- 
as the incorporated commu- 
nities within its borders 
serve only fractions of that 
number. It has six stations, 
scattered around Atherton, 
Menlo Park and East Palo 
Alto, and a variety of equip- 
ment which a smaller fire- 
fighting agency would have 
difficulty in maintaining. 

The basic fact behind this 
“independence” and “bigness” 
is a relatively obvious one: The 
fire district was organized be- 

fore the towns of Menlo Park 
and Atherton. At the times 
when the latter were incorpor- 
ated, it appeared that little 
would be accomplished by carv- 
ing up a going concern. 

The fire district first organ- 
ized in the 1890's, as a volun- 
teer organization. 


days as it is now but the prob- 
lem was different: water out- 
lets were fairly widely separat- 
ed and the problem was to get 
the water to the location of 
any fire. 

Thus, the first piece of 
equipment which the volun- 
teers acquired was a two-wheel- 
ed hose cart, meant to aid in 
solving the basic problem. 

The small cart soon prov- 
ed to be inadequate, howev- 
er, and in 1900 the volunteers 
purchased a  four-wheeled 
wagon and built a hose wa- 
gon house next to the rail- 
road station. 

Both the building and vehi- 
cle are still retained in the 

ownership of the district; they 
may be seen at the rear of 
headquarters station at 300 
Middlefield road. 

The success of these old- 
time volunteers isn’t well es- 
tablished but the fact that 
the outfit had considerable 
prestige is reflected in a 
mandate which appeared in 
newspapers of the day right 
after the fire and _ earth- 
quake of 1906: Local firemen 
asked that no fires be light- 
ed until chimneys were in- 
spected by members of a 
committee appointed for the 
job. 

The “ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure” atti- 
tude reflected in this request 
is maintained today, as the dis- 
trict leans heavily on preven- 
tion and education as a means 


imum. 

During these years — from 
about 1900 to 1910 — the dis- 
trict’s hose wagon was horse- 
drawn. The town’s two express- 
men would compete for the job 
of hooking up to it and towing 
it to the scene of a reported 
fire, because the one whuse 
team got there first got $5 for 
his labors. 

After the first decade of the 
new century, it became appar- 
ent that the automobile was 
here to stay, and the hose wa- 
gon, when used, was pulled be- 
hind one of the horseless car- 
riages of the day. 

The system under which 
the district was financed dur- 
ing those years isn’t wel les- 
tablished. But the firemen 
must have had some tax sup- 
port because the volunteers 
probably didn’t pay towing 
fees, buy their own wagon, 
and pay for the firehose out 
of their own pockets, 


It’s likely they bought their 
own caps and jerseys — the 
former “pill box’ affairs with 
small visors and the latter 
snappy jobs with “MPFD” let- 
tering across the chest — how- 
ever. 

By 1916, with the construc- 
tion of Camp Fremont in the 
offing, the need for more for- 
mal financial arrangements 
with which to finance the pur- 
chase of motorized equipment 
became apparent. So the dis- 
trict was organized.

Editorial ‘Uninformed’ 


Editor, the Recorder: : 

In reference to your uninformed edi- 
torial of July 21, I am taking this occasion 
to review the program of the South County 
Garbage and Refuse Disposal District and 
to make a few statements as to cost. 

As a quick review you will recall that 
the banning of feeding garbage to hogs 
and the initiation of air pollution control 
measures were the prime factors in high- 
lighting the magnitude of the garbage and 
refuse disposal problems in our county. 
Officials of the county and many cities 
recognized this to be a problem beyond 
the limits of each city and therefor de- 
cided upon formation of a district to study 
and intiate the most efficient and econ- 
ical means of refuse disposal. 

The incineration program) was in no 
small part experimental and this was fully 
understood by both parties of the contract 
and many safeguards were included in the 
agreement to protect the citizens of this 
District. 

Difficulties during construction, prob- 
lems in connection with general operations, 
numerous modifications involving major 
capital expenditures have all been borne 
solely by the contractor. Not one cent of 
district funds have been used for such pur- 
poses. {n return for the facility and oper- 
ation by the contractor the district was to 
pay $4312 per month. Since the contractor 
failed to meet all requirements, but did 
perform a major portion of the contract, 
the district has paid the contractor 
$3881.50 per month. 

During the last year the average month- 
ly volume at the facility has been 30,000 
yards. This results in an average direct 
cost of .12% cents per yard for disposal 
services to the District. The manner in 
which the contractor negotiated with the 
district and his failure to comply with all 
provisions of the contract were responsi- 
bilities of his company and their failure 
resulted in serious financial losses to their 
organization. 

The average costs as we have learned 
from good clean disposal programs having 
somewhat similar conditions to ours, is 
about .50 cents per yards. One cannot deny 
that during the 30 months the disposal 
service can not be termed first class nor 
even free from certain health problems or 
fire hazards. However after looking at 
what it has cost us—the taxpayer and user 
—you will note that a savings has been 
effected of the difference between .1212 
cents per yard or $3881.50 per month for 
the current program as compared with 
.50 cents per yard, for 30,000 yards or 
$15,000 per month had no incineration 
been attempted. This of course means a 
savings of $300,000 to the taxpayer of the 
district.

The Board of Directors were courageous 
enough to look for new approaches; and 
to attempt to find economical solutions, 
with built-in safeguards for the public. 
Had incineration worked successfully no 
one would have resolved to comment on 
such vision or far-sighted planning. It is 
regrettable that our contractor has sus- 
tained such loss and failed, however it is 
still more regrettable that our citizens will 
not have the benefits that could have ac- 
crued to them had incineration succeeded. 


Because of this failure, a fill and cover 
program is being initiated and the district 
will stress to develop a service embraccing 
strict health controls, effective fire fight- 
ing equipment to prevent future refuse 
fires, construction and maintenance of 
internal roads to and from actual disposal 
areas, and initiation of stringent house- 
keeping regulations in order to keep the 
entire area as free as possible from debris. 

Such major changes are not accom- 
plished over night nor are they ever com- 
pleted without some operational problems, 
but the important matter is acceptance of 
the fact that incineration is not the solu- 
tion to the situation. This has led to. the 
initiation of immediate action to develop 
another program that will work. 

The development of his new program 
provides an excellent opportunity for the 
board to take another loow at how and 
who pays for the service. It has always 
been the intention of the district to de- 
velop a plan whereby the person who 
uses these facilities most should pay more 
and a person who uses these facilities less. 
This can best be accomplished by levying 
a charge at the gate for everyone, and by 
so doing developing this as the principal 
source of revenue. Such revenue would go 
to meet the non-recoverable items, as sal- 
aries, cover material and fuel. 

The tax rate revenue would be used to 
meet only the recoverable items as land 
purchases and other real investments. 
This has been an ultimate objective of the 
district and has come about on a gradual 
basis. Three years ago the tax for the dis- 
trict was .05 cents, two years ago the tax 
for the district was .03% cents. The rate 
for the current year has been reduced to 
.03 cents.

‘Schools Account for Biggest’ 
Share of State's Tax Gains

Were News 


The files of the Menlo 
Park Recorder reveal that 
25 years ago this week, the 
following items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community: 


July 25, 1935: 


Redwood City, July 20 — 
Nine days before the opening 
of the fall term, reconstruction 
of all buildings on the Sequoia 
High School campus here to 
make them proof against earth- 
quake shock, will be complet- 
ed. 

This was the assurance giv- 
en today by officials of P. J. 
Walker & Co., general contrac- 
tors of the job. Four-fifths of 
the concrete pouring has been 
completed; all welding work in 
the main academic building is 
completed; lathing is under- 
way, and plasterers will start 
Monday, it is said. 

Reconstruction was financed 
by a $75,000 bond issue voted 
several months ago by the dis- 
trict, which runs from Belmont 
to the south county line.

Atherton, July 25 — There 
will be more horses at the San 
Mateo County National Horse

Roth, president of the show. 


Two Area Men 
Join Marines 


Two Menlo Park men have 
enlisted for service in the Unit- 
ed States Marines, and current- 
ly are undergoing recruit 
training at San Diego. 

The two are Dennis Smith, 
son of Mrs. Estelle Rita Hoff- 
man of 61 Selby lane in Ather- 
ton and Raymond John Sche- 
none, 18, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Schenone of 1330 Middle 
avenue in Menlo Park. 

Both men will be granted 
leaves at the completion of re- 
cruit training and advanced 
combat training after which 
they will be reassigned for 
more advanced training, or to 
an active unit of the Marines 
either in the United States or 
overseas. 


His figures show that the to- 
tal per capita tax levies have 
increased from $44.01 for 1940 
to $133.62 for the year ending 
in June, 1960. This is an in- 
crease of three times and indi- 
cates, of course, that taxes have 
grown far faster than popula- 
tion. \ 

However, there are compara- 
tive figures that place the 
blame where it rightfully be- 
longs. The average per capita 
property tax levy in California 
was $133.62 in the fiscal year 
just ended. This comes to 
$103.74 per capita in 1947-49 
dollars. i 

Of that $133.62 tax bill for 
every person in the state, the 
counties took $41.24, the cities 
$17.65, the school districts 
$63.51 and special districts on- 
ly $11.22. 

Thus it can be seen that 
the schools are taking half 
of our total tax bill — or as 
much as the county and city 
governments and special dis- 
tricts combined. To show 
how the picture has changed 
since 1940, the cities and 
counties took a total of $26.12 
per capita, while the schools 
received only $14.51 and spe- 
cial districts $3.38. 

It is interesting to note that 
San Mateo county is fast los- 
ing its rating as one of the low- 
est per capita tax counties in 
the state. Based on county tax- 
es alone our per capita has 
climbed from $11.93 in 1940 to 
$34.73 in 1960. Seven counties 
are now lower: Alameda, Las- 
sen, Monterey, Orange, Cacra- 
mento, San Bernardino and 
Santa Clara. 

Our total bill is higher than 
San Francisco per capita, $153.- 
98 to $140.92. There are 14 
counties with higher per capi- 
ta costs, topped by Mono with 
$216.16 and Inyo with $261.15. 
Our neighbor to the south, San- 
ta Clara, has a bill of $131.99. 

However, ALL these coun- 
ties levy a sales tax! 

While the general San Ma- 
teo county tax hike is near 
the bottom, the combined 
school bill in the county is 
eighth from the top. The cost 
of running our public schools 
in this county now totals 
84.80 for every man, woman 
and child in the county — 


compared to $15.7 in 1940... 


The highest per capita cost 
is in Plumas county with 
$168.06. Inyo and Mono fol- 
low with $136.69 and $138.52. 


Winter observes, “Property 
taxes have outdistanced. popu- 
lation growth and rising pric- 
es. There is ever-increasing 
need to control the growth in 
public costs. If a livable bal- 
ance is to be achieved between 
the ability of the people to pay 
the taxes and their need and 
desire for government services, 
increased attention must be 
given to the problem of govern- 
mental budgets. 

“Sound decisions are needed 
on, many public issues — deci- 
sions not based solely on the 
attractiveness of some individ- 
val problem but on the broad 
needs and ability to pay of the 
community.” 

Although wes frequently 
hear similar types of warn- 
ings about the rising cost of 
government, no one seems to 
want (or is willing) to do 
anything about it. The con- 
tinual climb in salaries is in 
line with schedules paid by 
industry and business. 

Tax rates may drop a few 
ceuts now and then, but in- 
creased assessments more than 
make up for it. 


The county will drop its rate’ 


about five cents, but the spend- 
ing programs about $2 mil- 
lion higher. Redwood City can 
drop 3 to 5 cents but the spend- 
ing is higher. San Carlos will 
get a big drop but apparently 
is getting itself into a deep fi- 
nancial hole which will have to 
be made up in the years to 
come. 

Menlo Park plans a small in- 
crease as do most other cities. 

It now appears almost cer- 
tain that the county’s 1800 
employees not affected by 
pay raises granted July 1, 
will get an across-the-board 
salary hike. 

The county civil service com- 
mission has ordered a new sur- 
vey and this undoubtedly 
means it will recommend a one- 
step raise. The county judges 
got a surprise raise that was 
included in the state pay sched- 
ule. Superior court judges ga 
from $20,000 to $21,000 and 
muni judges from $18,000 ta 
$18,900. 3 

These figures may seem high 
but compared to the earnings 
of successful lawyers and our 
top paid county officials they 
are octually low. 

The state schedule ties in 
with the pay of the board of 
supervisors in Los Angeles 
county and they now will get 
$21,000, so let’s not think 
harshly of the $750 a month 
our board members will get— 
that is, unless you compare 


that with San Francisco’s $200 _, 


a month.
